Anarchy is something far better 
than what the people of Los Angeles 
were experiencing. In fact, anarchy is 
something far better than what we ex¬ 
perience every day. 

Anarchy is a self-governing society in 
which people organize from the bottom 
up on an egalitarian basis; decisions are 
made by those affected by them; there 
is direct democratic control of the work¬ 
places, schools, neighborhoods, towns 
and bio-regions, with coordination be¬ 
tween differing groups as needed. A 
world where women and men are free 
and equal and all of us have power over 
our own lives, bodies, and sexuality; 
where we cherish and live in balance 
with the Earth and value diversity of 
cultures, races, and sexual orientations; 
where we work and live together coop¬ 
eratively; a world where we can live 
together peaceably without govern¬ 
ment. 

So, as you can hopefully see now, the 
day when “anarchy breaks out” will be 
a great day for civilization, and is not the 
one to be feared or falsely classified.

The anti-censorship argument is too 
simplistic. The US constitution was writ¬ 
ten by privileged white men who did not 
give much consideration to the concerns 
of women (among others). Does the First 
Amendment deserve more respect than 
other laws because it’s old? If people feel 
that the legal system harms them, they 
have the right to try to change it, which 
is what anti-pornography proponents 
(as well as those against harassment 
and “hate speech") are doing. If anar¬ 
chists believe that freedom of expres¬ 
sion is a good thing, we need better 
reasons than “the law says so.” Those 
anarchists who want to abolish pornog¬ 
raphy usually want to do so by direct 
action, not laws, so the legal issue is 
somewhat moot anyway. 

Even if there is agreement in principle 
on the value of free speech, that does 
mean a paper like Love and Rage is obli¬ 
gated to provide a forum for anything 
anyone wants to say. It is not anarchist 
news that some guys like to look at porn, 
and there is no obligation to devote 
space to such a discussion. 

There are positions other than anti- 
pom and pro-porn. As with abortion, 
some think it’s evil, some think it’s good, 
and some think it should be available 
even if they would not choose it them¬ 
selves. Most opposition to the anti-por- 
nographers seems to be “pro-choice" 
rather than pro-pom. 

The common anti-pornography argu¬ 
ment equating pornography (even gay 
male pornography and pornography pro¬ 
duced by women for women) with sex¬ 
ism and violence against women is also

phy is that pornography objectifies and 
degrades women. This is hard to deal 
with because “objectification” is an ab¬ 
stract buzzword that means different 
things to different people. In the broad¬ 
est sense, all representations are objec¬ 
tifying, not just sexual representations;

on specific aspects rather than a whole 
person. It is wrong to regard women (or 
anyone) solely as a tool for sexual grati¬ 
fication, but valuing someone for their 
sexuality is not more degrading than 
valuing someone for, say, their intellect 
or their strength. It is not inherently sex¬ 
ist to find people attractive and sexually 
desirable. Within the queer community 
there is often an undercurrent of sexual 
desire in people’s interactions, but that 
in no way leads them to think of each 
other as less than equal or to not value 
each other as friends, comrades, and co¬ 
workers. 

Queer anarchists are in an interesting 
position in the porn debate. Many gay 
men, bisexuals, and lesbians consider 
themselves feminists and have no love 
for the patriarchal system. They also 
know from experience that when the 
forces of sexual repression come down, 
it is images of minority sexuality (such 
as same-gender sexuality, transgen- 
dered sexuality and s/m sexuality) that 
are most quickly and forcefully attacked.

In his piece “Porn in Flames,” ( Love 
and Rage, December 1991, Vol.2 No.10) 
Richard Blake argued that sex does not 
deserve to be given a special “sacred” 
position. This is true. Humans are not 
reflex machines. Our sexuality and de¬ 
sires are socially influenced like all other 
parts of our culture, and they deserve to 
be seriously examined by politically 
aware people, not placed in a position 
above criticism. It is not true, though, 
that those who are not against pornog¬ 
raphy have failed to examine the politi¬ 
cal issues surrounding gender and 
sexuality. The fact is that many people 
who have made this examination come 
to very different conclusions. 

The anti-pornography movement 
tends to make sex “sacred” in another 
way, by focusing on pornography in¬ 
stead of regarding it as just one aspect 
of sexism in our culture, and by seeing 
sexual exploitation as different from and 
somehow worse than other kinds of ex¬ 
ploitation.

Many anarchists 
have found sex work to be a way to make 
decent money while staying inde¬ 
pendent of bosses. Sex work is not nec¬ 
essarily more exploitive than the grind 
labor that other people do simply be¬ 
cause it involves sex. 

The porn issue also has a class ele¬ 
ment. Many people make the distinc¬ 
tion between good “erotica” and bad 
“pornography” as if the two are easily 
and obviously separable. Historically, 
those depictions of sexuality that are 
enjoyed by the powers-that-be are con¬ 
sidered erotica or art, while those fa¬ 
vored by the masses are branded as 
porn or smut. There is often little differ¬ 
ence in sexual content between, say, 
Robert Mapplethorpe photographs or 
non-rated art films, and standard sex 
shop magazines and videos. The latter 
are often tacky and cheaply produced, 
and they are unlikely to appear in a mu¬ 
seum, but they are no more dangerous 
or oppressive. 

Sex is a powerful and painful issue for 
many people, especially for women in 
our society. For those who have been 
sexually abused, sex is often not beauti¬ 
ful or joyous. Those who want to abolish

D'YA BELIEVE IN HOMICIDE? 

Dear Joey, 

The issue of pom is not as simple as you 
portray it to be. While I agree with your 
“Rant Against Anti-Pom Yahoo-ism” in 
spirit, I must insist that our world is just not 
that free (yet). Yes, everyone should be 
able to enjoy pleasure, to assert desire, and 
possibly even to make “new pom" without 
interference from kill-joys. But right now it 
is impossible for wimmin to enjoy those 
freedoms equally with men. I’ll try to show 
you why. 

Your (and Richard Blake’s) interpreta¬ 
tion of “violence against wimmin" is too 
shallow. This violence does not only refer 
to wimmin cut, bruised, and bleeding por¬ 
trayed as objects of desire (which I agree 
constitutes only a small minority of mate¬ 
rial in the sex industry). It also refers to the 
perpetuation of the nonpersonhood of 
wimmin that is written into our collective 


action, she is always revved up and pro¬ 
grammed to do exactly as the viewer 
desires. If she says “No,” she doesn't 
mean it. 

What are the results of this assump¬ 
tion of “the nonpersonhood of wimmin” 
on wimmin in everyday life? I can speak 
from my own experience. There are porn 
strips all over downtown San Francisco 
where I live. Every time I brave walking 
past these strips, day or night, I am har¬ 
assed, propositioned, grabbed, and in 
general terrorized in extremely unpleas¬ 
ant ways. The male reaction to my say¬ 
ing "no," to my self-defense is always 
one of first surprise, them embitterment, 
followed by degrading words and ac¬ 
tion. (And no, it is not the same small 
group of men every time. The same thing 
happened in NYC, London, and Paris.) 
The assumption is obvious to me: I am a 
commodity to be consumed. I am deny¬ 
ing these men what they believe is their 
right - my body (and will and desire).

I do not believe a man in this patriarchal 
world can experience this objectification 
as wimmin do. Joey, have you ever had a 
womyn in authority over you stare con¬ 
tinuously at your crotch (instead of you 
eyes) and slyly try to grab your ass while 
you were trying to speak about something 
very important to you? Your grade, your 


sons for self-defense. This terror is mani¬ 
fest as psychological torture and eco¬ 
nomic privation as well. 

You bemoan that the pom debate has 
resurfaced in the anarchist community 
and ask isn’t this redundant after FACT 
(Feminist Anti-Censorship Task Force) 
shouted down the Dworkin-MacKinnon 
forces years ago. Actually, the porn de¬ 
bate has been raging in the feminist 
community non-stop from the birth of 
the movement through today, and it has 
been the single most divisive issue 
among us. 

While I do not support Dworkin’s cen¬ 
sorship stance, I believe she fills the 
important role of reminding us of the 
uglies underlying our patriarchal cul¬ 
ture. “What do you call a womyn with a 
Ph. D.?” she quips, “Cuntl” Because any 
womyn can walk down the street any¬ 
where in the world and be called one. 
Because any womyn can and will be 
viewed as a reduction of her body parts, 
as a hole to be filled, as the rightful 
domain of men, as a non-person. This 
has been the case for the last 6,000 (?) 
years of world-wide male dominance 
and rule. 

Perhaps the last time men as a group 
in North America experienced daily ob- 
jectification/non-personhood in a way 
similar to the way wimmin do now (the 
world over) was during the slave trade. 
African and Asian people were physi¬ 
cally examined and humiliated, adjudi¬ 
cated for their strength and the 
condition of their teeth. (Of course, wim¬ 
min were included in this degradation 
too.) Men here do not experience objec¬ 
tification in these brutal, dehumanizing 
ways anymore. And thus, when male 
bodies are fetishized (as in made gay 
porn), the cultural meaning and effect is 
not the same as it is for wimmin. Being 
reduced to a phallus does not equal be¬ 
ing reduced to a hole. A phallus is 
power-full; a hole is power-less. Objecti¬ 
fying male bodies through porn will not 
turn the tables on patriarchy. Joey, when 
you downplay objectification by assert¬ 
ing that our bodies are objects, you are 
blindered to the horror of life that is 
objectification in the real world. 

And Joey, your implied suggestion that 


wimmin? YES. As are advertising, popu¬ 
lar songs, television shows, films, books, 
’zines, and newspapers. Would I like to 
see all of the above eradicated from so¬ 
ciety? Of course not. (Well, maybe adver¬ 
tising.) I would like to see it all 
drastically changed. 

This is what creating “new porn" 
means to me. It means asserting the 
personhood, will, and true desires of 
wimmin. Many sex performers (Annie 
Sprinkle among them) and lesbian porn 
in general have made, and continue to 
make, leaps and bounds in this direction. 
Female performance artists are active in 
disrupting objectification and in assert¬ 
ing female subjectivity as well. A few 
techniques that wimmin have found 
successful: making eye contact directly 
with audience members, speaking for 
ourselves (and sometimes saying no), 
framing the focus from our own point of 
view, speaking/writing narratives in our 
own voices, and exposing the assump¬ 
tion of the male gaze in a variety of ways. 
An entire book could be written on this 
type of work. This is only a small begin¬ 
ning. (I should note that many feminists 
believe that effectively creating “new 
porn” cannot be done in patriarchal cul¬ 
ture. Only time and the cultural re¬ 
sponse will tell.) 

In the past few years some feminists 
have been claiming the label of pro-sex (as 
in who wouldn’t be?) to indicate we feel a 
commitment to bringing about a society 
where wimmin (and all persons) can be 
free to assert our sexual desires (homo and 
hetero) without fear of retaliation. As an¬ 
archist participants in the Love and Rage 
Network, I hope we are all working to¬ 
ward this freedom. 

No Joey, I don’t think you should bite 
your tongue the next time you’re aroused 
by a womyn. I hope and trust that you 
honor the personhood of wimmin along 
with our bodies. But many (most?) men 
don't (can’t?). The nonpersonhood of wim¬ 
min is deeply ingrained and daily rein¬ 
forced in popular culture, and we live in a 
brutal, dangerous world. I’m asking you to 
recognize that. I’m also asking you to rec¬ 
ognize the diverse violence connected to 
pom images. I fully support sex-industry 
workers. But I also support wimmin who

Men here do not experience objec¬ 
tification in these brutal, dehumanizing 
ways anymore. And thus, when male 
bodies are fetishized (as in male gay 
porn), the cultural meaning and effect is 
not the same as it is for wimmin. Being 
reduced to a phallus does not equal be¬ 
ing reduced to a hole. A phallus is 
power-full; a hole is power-less. Objecti¬ 
fying male bodies through porn will not 
turn the tables on patriarchy. Joey, when 
you downplay objectification by assert¬ 
ing that our bodies are objects, you are 
blindered to the horror of life that is 
objectification in the real world. 

And Joey, your implied suggestion that 
all Dworkin needs is a good (hetero) lay is 
out and out sexism! There’s no excuse for 
that. The idea that “uptight" lesbians 
need a good hard dick to loosen them up 
is as old as patriarchy itself! 

So what conclusions am I drawing 
here? Do I want to ban all pom, burn 
down sex shops, and re-educate sex in¬ 
dustry workers? NO! Do I think that 
porn, in its cultural context, is harmful to

An entire book could be written on this 
type of work. This is only a small begin¬ 
ning. (I should note that many feminists 
believe that effectively creating “new 
porn” cannot be done in patriarchal cul¬ 
ture.

The nonpersonhood of wim¬ 
min is deeply ingrained and daily rein¬ 
forced in popular culture, and we live in a 
brutal, dangerous world. I’m asking you to 
recognize that. I’m also asking you to rec¬ 
ognize the diverse violence connected to 
pom images. I fully support sex-industry 
workers. But I also support wimmin who 
bum pom in parks as a symbol of their 
desire to be free from violence. Being pro¬ 
sex is not the same as being pro-pom.

back of a pick-up truck with some 
folks from ACT-UP Austin. After 
crossing two hours of green pastures 
and hill country, we reached the outer 
limits of Houston, beginning our descent 
into Hell. That Sunday the black bloc 
was to be tried for the first time ever in 
Texas at the so called “Unity March.” It 
was organized by a coalition of lefty 
groups, from Queer Nation to WAC (Wo- 
myn’s Action Coalition). There were 
only a few hundred demonstrators — 
much less than we had expected, but we 
were told that for a Houston march it 
was a good turn-out. The black bloc had 
about 35 people, several black flags, and 
a banner that said “Don’t Vote — Re¬ 
volt. ” After getting tired of dull, preachy 
speakers, Queer Nation began chanting 
“Out of the park, into the streets” while 
marching out of the park. Most people 
there evidently felt the same way be¬ 
cause they joined us and the march was 
off to a start. The march wound up in an 
ultra-rich-area park, only to be patron¬ 
ized by more boring speakers. 

MONDAY, AUGUST 17 

The “anarchist hordes” had heard re¬ 
ports of a "Family Values Prayer Vigil” 
hosted by Dan Quayle across from the 
Astrodome at the Sheraton. We decided 
to crash their party. We had a few pro- 
choice banners and several black flags. 
Our freedom of speech lasted about 25 
minutes or so. 

THE ACMJP MARCH 

After the anti-prayer vigil, many of us 
retired to Hermann park for a picnic. Many 
of us were tired, but we decided to join the 
march anyway. We were a minority, as 
most of the march consisted of gay, white, 
male activists, and assorted liberals. The 


snapping pix as the march, headed up 
by a group of HIV-positive people, obe¬ 
diently headed right into the trap the 
kops had set for us. People knew they 
were trapped and started getting 
pissed. A die-in took place as people 
chanted louder than ever. Some people 
began pulling down and dismantling the 
police barricades. Pocket knives were 
produced to cut the barricades free and 
heap them on top of a burning Bush 
effigy. A roar of delight went up from the 
crowd as the bonfire flames leapt higher 
and higher. 

Then Chaos broke out. There was NO 
call to disperse. Completely without any 
sort of warning the horses charged into 
the crowd creating general panic and 
mayhem. The Pigs were randomly 
snatching people and beating them with 
batons. Apparently they were under or¬ 
ders to seal off the area and they didn’t 
give a shit how many people they had to 
injure to do it. 

THE LESSONS 

There were advantages and disad¬ 
vantages to the black bloc technique. 
Since we were filmed by kops the whole 
way, I’m glad for the masks-espe¬ 

cially when the barricades were burn¬ 
ing. However the black clothes and 
masks made us stand out for singling out 
by the kops because we were a minority. 
In the future I would recommend bring¬ 
ing a white shirt along for a quick 
change when ready to leave the area.

The police claim that she had entered 
University of California at Berkeley 
Chancellor Chang-Lin Tien’s campus 
mansion with a knife and machete, and 
that she was shot by Chew in self-de¬ 
fense as she attempted to attack him. 

We will never really know what hap¬ 
pened that morning. There were no wit¬ 
nesses, other than the cops. All that is 
clear is that a comrade is dead, mur¬ 
dered by the police. 

Rosebud came to the Bay Area a cou¬ 
ple of years ago, in search of a radical 
political culture. She was very active, 
especially during the Persian Gulf mas¬ 
sacre, and the on-going struggle for Peo¬ 
ple’s Park, which was her home. 

Rosebud was an anarchist of the old 
“propaganda by the deed” variety of 
Louis Lingg and Alexander Berkman. 
She believed that, in the absence of a 
revolutionary movement, the most ef¬ 
fective form of protest was to raise the 
social costs of oppression. To her, vio¬ 
lence was an acceptable way to do this. 

It is in this context that Rosebud was 
murdered. The police knew her, and 
knew her well. In the last year the cops 
arrested Rosebud at least a dozen times, 
for things ranging from possession of 
explosives to trespassing. Last August, 
UC police arrested her and her lover An¬ 
drew for allegedly stockpiling materials

She was a relentless fighter. In the 
streets she was always in the heart of any 
confrontation with the police. Even 
though she was small, she would always 
target the most violent and abusive cops. 
She also tirelessly worked on the organiz¬ 
ing end of things — going to meetings, 
putting up flyers, working on the local 
anarchist newsletter The Web, etc. 

The press — surprise surprise — have 
had a field day with Rosebud. They have 
stopped at nothing to portray her as a 
mentally deranged, psychotic, blah blah 
blah. To prove it, they cite her confis¬ 
cated diaries where she wrote long pas¬ 
sages about violent revolution (!), and 
the fact that she was forced to see a 
psychiatrist at age 5. 

The reality is that she was a very an¬ 
gry person, who was not shy about let¬ 
ting her enemies know how she felt 
about them. For better or worse, she did 
not hide her anger on a day to day basis 
like many of us do to survive. 

The response to her murder has been 
predictably mixed. The night after she 
was killed, a couple of hundred people 
fought running battles with the police, 
setting fires in the streets, and attacking 
several businesses on Telegraph Ave. 



The next night a march was held to 
the sight of her death. This demonstra¬ 
tion was maddening. People were talk¬ 
ing endlessly about being non-violent 
and all that. This one man had the nerve 
to say that we had to let the cops start 
any confrontation, then we could fight 
back. They murdered one of us. That’s 
not enough? 

On Sunday — five days after the kill¬ 
ing — a larger demonstration was 
called. After several hours of the same 
old speeches, people moved toward the 
campus. What followed was quite 
amazing. People began attacking cam¬ 
pus buildings — a lot of them. Most of 
the rioting that happens in Berkeley 
stays on Telegraph. This one stayed 
tirely on campus. The cops were com¬ 
pletely unable to surround people, or 
in any way control the demo. 

Rosebud’s family — who she hated and 
disowned — are calling for an inde¬ 
pendent investigation into the shooting. 
Many of us who knew Rosebud realize this 
is a waste of time. Rosebud was not about 
reforming the police. She was not about 
non-violence. She was not about singing 
“ We shall overcome. ’’ She was about revo¬ 
lution. She was about fighting back. 

Rosebud, rest in struggle. We’ll miss 
you.A'

But that is only part of the story. It is 
important that in this, the 500th anniver¬ 
sary of Callicoatl’s voyage, the record be 


settlers, but our freedom fighters were 
never unified enough to prevail. Some 
of our native peoples — the Irish, Cor¬ 
sicans, and Sardinians among others — 
were wiped out, their cultures lost to 
history. 

You may know us as “Native Omequ- 
auhns,” but we prefer to be called the 
“Original Europeans.” We are not one 
people but many, following different 
customs. We speak many tongues, 
which you may call “dialects,” but we 
prefer to equate with your languages. 
We worship under different religions 
that were outlawed until recently, and 
ridiculed to this day as mere supersti- 


were sent to schools where they were 
forced to learn only Dakota, and beaten 
if they spoke English. They were given 
Dakota names to replace their English 
names. Through the generations, 
many of our people became so assimi¬ 
lated that they began to look, dress, 
walk, and talk like the settlers. But 
they still retained their identity, hid¬ 
den from view. 

It was only about 25 years ago that our 
peoples started to reclaim their Euro¬ 
pean heritage. On my reservation, that 
meant young people finally starting to 
learn the English language. We also be¬ 
gan to communicate with native people 


all our people wear suits of armor. Above 
all, it means countering the despair on 
many of our reservations—the poverty, 
the consumptions of beer and chicha, 
and the low self-esteem among native 
youth. 

This new pride has brought conflict 
with the governments occupying our 
lands. We have had to take on the Bu¬ 
reau of Caucasian Affairs (BCA), which 
has controlled our economies and pre¬ 
vented any independent native voices 
from speaking out. We have also had to 
deal with collaborators among our own 
people, in some of the councils that the 
BCA established years ago to replace 
our traditional governments and to sell 
off what is left of our land. Some of the 
Europeans on these councils are so obe¬ 
dient to authority that we call them 
"conches” — white on the outside, but 
red on the inside. 

The rebirth of our European cultures 
has also simulated interest on the part 
of mainstream non-European society. 
Nowadays, some children playing “War¬ 
riors and Knights” actually want to be 
the knights. While this trend is welcome, 
we also find non-Europeans romanticiz¬ 
ing our cultures, and trying to usurp 
them in the same way they usurped our 
land. We loathe seeing non-Europeans 
dressing up like our holy priests, and 
conducting the sacred catechism cere¬ 
mony, for the benefit of their own curios¬ 
ity. We don’t appreciate seeing ethnic 
Dakota wearing powdered wigs, or put¬ 
ting on ballroom dances.

In the Pre-Callicoatlian era, great em¬ 
pires were ruled by the Greeks, the Ro¬ 
mans, the Egyptians, the Moors, and 
many other indigenous peoples of the 
Eastern Hemisphere. They contributed 
much to the world, as attested to by the 
great temples and pyramids they left 
behind. They had detailed knowledge of 
astronomy, law, agriculture, and relig¬ 
ion. True, there were wars among these 
peoples, and persecution of those who 
did not follow the state religion. But they 
were no more oppressive than the em¬ 
pires of Montezuma II or the Inca Tupac 
Yupanki in the “Old World" 500 years 
ago. And like in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, there were many tribal peoples 
still living in harmony with nature here 
in this hemisphere. 

There are many other explorers who 
sailed to these shores, and even some 
who claimed to have arrived before Cal¬ 
licoatl—the Arawak, the Beothuk, and 
the Lenni-Lenape. But it was the Aztec 
flag of Anauak and the Inca flag of 
Tawantinsuyo that were first firmly 
planted in our lands. Soon after Calli¬ 
coatl arrived, this land was named 
Omequauh after another Aztec-spon¬ 
sored explorer. The Aztecs and Incas 
conquered and divided up South and 
Central Omequauh — the lands we call 
Africa, Iberia, and the islands of the 
Mediterranean Sea. Later, the Dakota 
and the Ojibwa fought over and divided 
North Omequauh, my home continent, 
which we call “Europe." 

Some great European leaders pulled 
together alliances of knights to resist the 


tions. The religion of my ancestors was 
known as “Christianity,” and there are 
some of us who even today pray to a 
single god and his son. 

Though we are commonly called 
“tribes," we have historically existed as 
nations, with our own borders, prov¬ 
inces, and capitals. The capital of my 
ancestors, London, was as great in its 
time as Cuzco or Tenochtitlan, until it 
was sacked by the invaders. My people, 
the York band of the English tribe, were 
once called citizens of Yorkshire prov¬ 
ince (or county) in the English Nation (or 
England). Many of our peoples are not 
even called by their original names, but 
by names that others have given them. 
The Krauts, for instance, are more prop¬ 
erly called the Germans, or Deutsche in 
their own language. Similarly, the Frogs 
should be called the French, or Francais 
in their own tongue. 

These correct terms are important if we 
are to reclaim our nationhood. But even 
more important is reclaiming our ancestral 
land rights, which have been steadily 
whittled away over the past 500 years. My 
English people, for instance, are scattered 
in over 50 small reservations throughout 
the island of Britain, and on the continen¬ 
tal mainland, where one-third of us were 
forcibly relocated a century ago. Despite 
disease, relocation, and loss of lands 
where we hunted and farmed, our tradi¬ 
tional forms of local government have 
been carried on to this day. 

Agreements we signed with the set¬ 
tlers guarantee that we still have access 
to natural resources on lands we used to 
own. Most of these agreements were bro¬ 
ken, and some lands were stolen without 
any agreements whatsoever. Today, some 
descendants of the settlers don’t under¬ 
stand why we continue to exercise these 
rights. Some of them even tell us to go 
back where we came from! 

My people were forced into depend¬ 
ency after the warriors (who we called 
the “Long Arrows") slaughtered the 
sheep - our main livelihood. Our children

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Get Mad and Get Even 


L ILITH'S REVENGE BEGAN 
over a year ago, inspired by 
groups such as Queer Nation and 
ACT-UP, which have had much success 
in heightening consciousness both na¬ 
tionally and locally through guerilla tac¬ 
tics, taking to the street, and demanding 
that AIDS, and issues in the lesbian, gay, 
and bi community be taken seriously. 

Lilith’s Revenge is working to do the 
same for wimmin. 

In the time that they have been to¬ 
gether, they have told Seattle that wim¬ 
min will no longer be silent. Beginning 
with a simple question directed at wim¬ 
min: “How do you feel about patriarchy?” 
This question was plastered all over town, 
along with other posters and stickers. 

The next public venture was at an anti¬ 
authoritarian picnic, where stickers and 
other propaganda were distributed. They 
also gave out information from various 
local organizations that work for wim- 
min’s rights, provide healthcare and abor¬ 
tion services, and offer support to wimmin 
who have survived sexual abuse, rape, 
incest, and domestic violence. 

Lilith’s Revenge next created a 
street art show focusing on abortion 
rights. At various locations large 3-D 
paper hangers, and two six-foot tall 
pink female silhouettes were installed, 
equipped with statistics and quotes 
about wimmin and abortion painted on 
them. Wire hangers that had signs and 
posters attached to them were hung 
on fences. They next day samples of 
the work were displayed in a public 
park. 


The most recent event (that we know 
of as of press time) was a cabaret that 
included performance, spoken word, 
and music. The subject matter that was 
covered was intense and electric. It 
ranged from media images of wimmin to 
the Green River murders and from abor¬ 
tion experiences to sexism in rock and 
roll. There was a standing-room-only 
crowd. 

Currently, they are continuing local 
projects that include art exhibits, con¬ 
certs and performances. They have 
started collaborating with Queer Nation 
in Seattle and SisterSerpents in Chicago. 
They are continuing to receive re¬ 
sponses from wimmin in the Seattle area 
who want to become involved, and from 
wimmin in other states and Canada who 
are interested in learning more about 
their work. 

Through continued involvement, they 
are hoping to grow in numbers and ef¬ 
fectiveness. Not as an “organization,” 
but as wimmin who support each other 
in the fight against the violence that 
threatens wimmin’s lives; the violence 
committed against wimmin daily by in¬ 
dividual men and by governments, on 
the basis of gender. Their goal is to put 
an end to the physical and verbal vio¬ 
lence that threatens wimmin’s well-be¬ 
ing, human dignity, and existence 
within this society.

P ATERSON, NEW JERSEY, SITE OF 
the famous silk strikes of 1913, has 
a rich history of militant anarchist 
organizing by the Industrial Workers of 
the World (IWW). 

And now they’re back! Members of 
the Paterson Anarchist Collective have 
started up a new IWW chapter in the 
Paterson/Haledon area.

Japanese @s March on Diet 

A MILITANT ANARCHIST CONTINGENT TOOK PART IN A RALLY IN KYOTO 
protesting the Japanese government’s move to allow the military to take 
part in overseas operations. The rally took place on June 14, as the Diet 
(parliament) was preparing to pass a bill that would allow the Japanese military 
(the so-called “Self Defense Forces”) to participate in UN peacekeeping operations. 

Anarchists, donning black helmets and carrying black banners, gathered at a 
subway station and marched to the rally site chanting slogans against overseas 
deployment of troops. When they reached the rally site, the anarchists were greeted 
with applause by the more radical elements of the rally, which was dominated by 
moderates, liberals, and social-democrats. 

An anarchist spoke at the rally, pointing out that the struggle against overseas 
deployment of the Self Defense Forces has to be linked to the struggle against the 
capitalist New World Order. His speech called for solidarity with the revolutionary 
left in Berlin, which fought fascists and police this past May Day. He also spoke on 
the need for solidarity with the resistance of the Cambodian people if Japanese 
troops are deployed as an imperialist army there. This speech openly attacked the 
parliamentary politics of support for the opposition Social-Democrats Party (formerly 
Socialist Party) and those who want to pressure the UN for international aid and 
military disarmament.

Japanese @s March on Diet 

A MILITANT ANARCHIST CONTINGENT TOOK PART IN A RALLY IN KYOTO 
protesting the Japanese government’s move to allow the military to take 
part in overseas operations. The rally took place on June 14, as the Diet 
(parliament) was preparing to pass a bill that would allow the Japanese military 
(the so-called “Self Defense Forces”) to participate in UN peacekeeping operations. 

Anarchists, donning black helmets and carrying black banners, gathered at a 
subway station and marched to the rally site chanting slogans against overseas 
deployment of troops. When they reached the rally site, the anarchists were greeted 
with applause by the more radical elements of the rally, which was dominated by 
moderates, liberals, and social-democrats. 

An anarchist spoke at the rally, pointing out that the struggle against overseas 
deployment of the Self Defense Forces has to be linked to the struggle against the 
capitalist New World Order. His speech called for solidarity with the revolutionary 
left in Berlin, which fought fascists and police this past May Day. He also spoke on 
the need for solidarity with the resistance of the Cambodian people if Japanese 
troops are deployed as an imperialist army there. This speech openly attacked the 
parliamentary politics of support for the opposition Social-Democrats Party (formerly 
Socialist Party) and those who want to pressure the UN for international aid and 
military disarmament. 

The anarchists, marching in tightly formed ranks, clashed with police a number of 
times, and at one point successfully attacked the police by cornering them at a fence. 

Many of those who oppose overseas deployment focus narrowly on the legislative 
aspect of the UN, ignoring how the internal aid and peacekeeping work to 
strengthen the composition of the New World Order. Meanwhile, the right wing of 
the opposition movement calls for military cutbacks in the imperialist countries and 
a scaling down .of the Self Defense Forces, openly opposing the view that they 
should be abolished altogether. 

The anarchists openly criticize this viewpoint and totally oppose the overseas 
deployment of troops by Japanese imperialism, and declares the necessity of 
organizing to block Japan’s role as a launching point for imperialism in Asia.

O VER THE PAST YEAR, THE FBI 
and federal prosecuters have 
called Grand Juries in Montana, 
Michigan, Washington, and Oregon to 
try to gain information on Operation Bite 
Back, the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) 
clandestine campaign against the de¬ 
clining fur industry. 

The people called up to testify in Mon¬ 
tana refused to answer questions and 
were released. Even more seriously, 
longtime activists Rod Coronado of the 
Coalition Against Fur Farms was forced 
to go underground when the FBI issued 
a warrant for his arrest. He is accused of 
being part of an ALF unit that has res¬ 
cued a number of animals and caused 
over a million dollars in arson damage in 
a series of attacks since last summer. A 
SWAT team with machine guns landed 
in a hellicopter at his home, but to this 
date, Coronado has not been caught. 

Known ALF actions in the past year 
include the February 28 arson attack on 
the Michigan State University mink tor¬ 
ture program, which resulted in over 
$100,000 in damage; a molotov cocktail 
attack on fur billboards in Chicago on 
July 8; and attacks on fur stores in Mem¬ 
phis, TN. Also a new group called the 
Vegan Front trashed a fur store in South 
Carolina. 

On the night of August 9, three activ¬ 
ists, two women and a man, were ar¬ 
rested while vandalizing a fur store in 
Memphis. Apparently, the police had 
staked out local fur stores in hopes of 
making arrests. 

An ocean based direct action group, 
the Sea Shepards, came under FBI scru¬ 
tiny in August after the Japanese gov¬ 
ernment filed a complaint against them.

I N AN EFFORT TO SHED ITS IMAGE AS A MILITARY DICTATORSHIP, THE 
military government of General Ibrahim Babangida has called for civilian elec¬ 
tions scheduled in December of 1992. This government has set up two military 
sponsored political parties — the Social Democratic Party and the National African 
Convention. 

According to the libertarian socialist Awareness League, the process for 
the transition to civilian rule has been characterized by postponements, 
arbitrary detention of political activists, cancellation of some political 
activities, the outright banning of others, legal amendments, and all kinds 
of militaristic posturing. Nevertheless, the transition has advanced. 

As usual, the government’s desperation is manifesting itself by increased repres¬ 
sion. For the past four months, all federally owned Universities have been closed, 
and members of the Academic Staff Union of Universities and National Association 
of Nigerian Students, have been prosecuted for treason. Furthermore, there are 
reports of incessant harassment of journalists, and three newspapers have been 
shut down for no apparent reason.

Among the victims of this repression are four members of the Awareness League, 
Udemba Chuks, Garba Audu, Kingsley Etioni and the General Secretary James 
Ndubuisi. They were arrested following a series of student and worker protests and 
demonstrations across the country in the past three months, and have remained in 
confinement under extremely inhumane conditions ever since. 

The Awareness League has launched a campaign to have them freed, along with 
other detained activists. This campaign has resulted in legal action in addition to 
civil protest. 

In their international appeal they state, “It is apparent that we can not sustain 
the campaign without substantial support and help...We are therefore appealing for 
financial aid or any other form of aid or assistance in kind from your (organization) 
to enable us to: Pay for legal services to secure the release/freedom of the 
detained activists; Cater for the families and dependents of the detained 
activists, for the period of their detention; Publicize and bring to the 
attention of the public the plight of the four detained activists by produc¬ 
ing publications; Handle other related logistical problems.

G ermany is not the only 

European country which is fac¬ 
ing the fast growth of neo-na- 
zism: there is an apparent uprising all 
over Central Europe — France’s rightist 
leader Jean-Marie LePen with 20% of 
the French population backing him up, 
and bias against the North African popu¬ 
lation on the rise; northern Italy’s fascist 
party “Lega Lombarda” with over 20% 
united in the north against the poor 
south and resident African workers; 
Austria’s Mr. Heider, who also has 
roughly 20% support and who doesn’t 
believe in the Holocaust — and in East¬ 
ern Europe — with Czecho-Slovakia’s 
nazi skinheads against mostly Roma¬ 
nian Gypsies (Romanies); and Polish 
skinheads, some of whom me part of the 
Polish population of German descent, 
with their renewed anti-Semitism. 

But Germany once again has gotten 
the most terrifying reputation, with an 
on-going series of fire-bombings of asy¬ 
lum-seeker homes, hate murders mostly 
of immigrants, and clashes between na- 
zis and cops in the streets. 


THE GERMAN LEFT 

Over the past 12 years, West Germany 
was known for its large Left, and in par¬ 
ticular for their quite famous militant 
radical Left, the Autonomen. The 
Autonomen originally emerged in the 
late 1970s, as an attempt to build a 
strong, semi-legal movement which 
wouldn’t have to go underground like 
the outlawed Red Army Fraction (RAF), 
but could be effective by working on 
different levels at the same time.

The fact that quite a few people met 
at the university by studying sociology, 
politics, psychology etc. and by initiat¬ 
ing independent classes for self educa¬ 
tion, says a lot about their theoretical 
background. They grew intellectually by 
reading about German history, and from 
radical traditions mostly based on Marx¬

The biggest and best-known 
Autonome campaigns have always been 
rooted in wide-spread coalitions, which 
always reached far into the “alterna¬ 
tive” Green Party, “liberal” citizen initia¬ 
tives, and among intellectual academics.

Screwdriver T-shirts. 

No surprise that the 
ANTEFA reality was differ¬ 
ent to a “regular” autono¬ 
mous reality, who 
obviously struggled on a 
different pattern: Ac¬ 
cused of being too male- 
dominated (which was 
undoubtedly true) of be¬ 
ing brainless bashers 
(there certainly happened 
fatal mistakes — but who 
else was in the street do¬

There were 
hardly any anti-fascist attacks on fascist 
offices, property, or on publicly known

How come German youth are more 
interested in being organized as fascists 
than as anti-fascist fighters? 

What’s behind the Autonomen, in 
terms of their original background and 
their capability of dealing with the politi¬ 
cal situation nowadays? 

THE AUT0N0MEN 

Originally from all over the BRD (West 
Germany), the Autonomen found their 
counter-cultural existence in West-Ber¬ 
lin: They mostly come from a middle- 
class background, some with Leftist 
parents, the average was pretty well- 
educated (college, university). A lot of 
them were anti-militarists, since Berlin 
was the only city where there was no 
general draft (people went there after 
school to flee both the military and the 
national service). 

People came for West Berlin’s univer¬ 
sity’s reputation (Leftist tradition be- 
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ideas of the French Situationists. 

Anarchism was hardy included in 
their analysis and political perspective. 
They came traditionally from Marxism, 
which is taught in some more liberal 
high schools. Their view on reality was, 
to some degree, also based on perma¬ 
nent self-reflection, and very psycho¬ 
logical. Introspection about childhood, 
gender issues and socialization created 
arguments around patriarchy, and as a re¬ 
sult, a strong radical feminist movement. 

All together, it was a movement 
without a previous history of practice: 
Since most of them came originally 
from West German cities, small towns, 
and villages, without a lot of ethnic or 
class conflicts (escaping middle class 
values, boredom, and too much secu¬ 
rity...), they had very little experience 
in how to fight back in the streets and 
how to get organized for class and 
anti-racist struggles. Some people, 
who grew up in Berlin, which is the 
biggest city in central Europe (2 million 
before re-unification, 3.5 million after) 
faced another reality. 

FIGHTING FASCISM ABROAD, 
BUT NOT AT HOME 

In the late 1980s, white kids got organ¬ 
ized against the right-wing youth and 
became, for example, an Anti-Fascist- 
Youth-Front part of the autonomous AN- 
TIFA (ANTI-Fascist-Action). At the 
same time, some mostly second genera¬ 
tion Turkish and other immigrant kids 
organized themselves as gangs commit¬ 
ting street crimes, clashing among 
themselves and with other gangs, re¬ 
gardless of whether they were right- 
wing or regular kids. While the majority 
of the autonomous movement was fo¬ 
cusing on national liberation struggles, 
mostly outside of Europe, organizing bri¬ 
gades and material help for El Salvador 
and Nicaragua, or fighting against mul¬ 
tinational monopolies like Shell and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz, or arguing about patriarchy 
and genetic engineering; Turkish kids 
and other immigrant gangs (which 
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“bad boys.” This style of reporting in¬ 
creased the popularity of the more militant 
Left. For this reason it was difficult for the 
state to isolate the radical Left using more 
traditional forms of counter-insurgency. 
The liberal Left media tried to integrate 
most of the radical Left actions into the 
interests of the mainstream alternative 
and liberal movements. 

Despite this general integration, the 
“bad boys” were unfortunately either 
left out or crystallized into stereotypes, 
carefully separated from the rest of the 
movement. The same happened as well 
to the anti-nuclear movement in Wack- 
ersdorf and Brockdorf. 

Anti-fascist-actions before 1989, in 
contrast to this, were always low key in 
terms of numbers. There were no cam¬ 
paigns (ANTIFA demos always had 
small numbers) and there was no anti¬ 
fascist movement, either. There were 
hardly any anti-fascist attacks on fascist 
offices, property, or on publicly known 
fascists, and just rare clashes between 
the militant Left and neo-nazi groups. 

Cities in West Germany had a better 
reputation than West Berlin (Frankfurt, 
Hamburg and Gottingen kicked more 
ass than the “metropole” of the move¬ 
ment). Berlin’s counter culture and radi¬ 
cal Left was able to avoid and ignore the 
growing fascist organizing in the 
shadow of a so-called “democracy,” be¬ 
cause of its specific situation/environ¬ 
ment: By living in the counter cultured 
cushion rather than ghettoes like 
Kreuzberg, they didn’t know the “real” 
world and didn’t realize that it changes. 
They literally didn’t confront themselves 
with racism, ethnic tension, and self de¬ 
termination, although they were part of 
a neighborhood which was mostly Turk¬ 
ish (Berlin used to be considered one of 
the biggest “Turkish cities”), they didn’t 
relate to the Turkish community at all. 
There were no Turkish people in the 
squats; the radical Left refused to take 
part in tenant organizing and neighbor¬ 
hood associations, which where at least 
concerned about some cultural ex¬ 
change, because this was considered 
either conformist or reformist...i.e. not 
radical enough for a movement with this

THE RESULTS OF REAL 
EXISTING SOCIALISM AND 
REAL EXISTING CAPITALISM 

For Berlin, as the “divided city," the 
permanent culture clash started with 
the very first day of the opening of the 
Wall. Hundreds of thousands of East- 
Germans celebrating their “national lib¬ 
eration" in the illusion of a secure and 
wealthy future among Germans and 
without class struggles, but with Coca 
Cola. They never thought of the case 
that they wouldn’t be able to financially 
survive and that there might be people 
in this country who struggled already 
for their living... 

The false promises of the same but “re¬ 
united" government made things worse. 
The East German population felt once 
again betrayed. Unemployment, no ac¬ 
cess to education, a socialist socialization, 
which was a waste and burden in the 
reunited capitalist society, and still a life in 
the concrete ghettos, built by the former 
“ruling working class," detained without 
the perspective of a more enjoyable life.

N OCTOBER 3, GERMANY 
“celebrated” the second-anni¬ 
versary of its reunification — or 
rather the annexation of the former DDR 
(East Germany) by West Germany. Also 
on October 3, both the far-right and the 
far-left in Germany took to the streets in 
protest, the former to call for the expul¬ 
sion of all foreigners and refugees from 
the country, and the latter to denounce 
neo-nazi violence and to demand open 
borders for all asylum-seekers. 

Germany’s domestic political order has 
been greatly upset for the past two 
months, particularly after a series of rac¬ 
ist pogroms in the former East German 
town of Rostock unleashed an unprece¬ 
dented wave of organized, militant at¬ 
tacks by neo-nazi youth gangs 
throughout all of Germany. The attacks 
in Rostock began on August 22 at an 
anti-foreigner rally in front of a refugee 
home, after at least five weeks of pre¬ 
planning by neo-nazi groups. Despite a 
tip-off to police, only 20 officers were on 
hand when the violence began. 

At least 100 neo-nazi youths 
smashed the windows of buildings; and 
even though 100 extra police soon 
showed up, they did not intervene and 
the attacks on the refugee center con¬ 
tinued until deep into the night. TV 
images of the pogrom showed count¬ 
less neighborhood residents standing 
nearby, applauding and cheering. 

On Sunday night, a line of riot police 
could not prevent a second night of at¬ 
tacks, this time by nazi youths armed 
with molotov cocktails. It seemed the 
nazis were very well organized. Christian 
Worch of the far-right “National List" 
party from Hamburg was on hand to pro¬ 
vide leadership, and neo-nazi cadres 
with walkie-talkies (and even police ra¬ 
dios!) helped provide organization. 


in preparations for the neo-nazi attacks. 
This became further evident when 100 
anti-fascists were brutally dispersed 
when they arrived on the scene. At least 
60 anti-fascists were arrested in Rostock 
on Sunday night, and many were placed 
in prison cells full of neo-nazis; obviously 
the cops wanted to see them get the shit 
kicked out of them. 

By Monday, attacks on the refugee 
hostel in Rostock — just like one year 
before in the town of Hoyerswerda — 
had become a nightly event. The refu¬ 
gees were evacuated, in a sense mean¬ 
ing that the neo-nazis had been 
“successful." Moreover, inspired by the 
events in Rostock, neo-nazis in at least 10 
other German cities rioted and attacked 
refugee centers on several consecutive 
evenings after the initial pogroms in Ros¬ 
tock. And for weeks after the events in 
Rostock, there were countless molotov 
attacks and stabbings by neo-nazis in 
cities all across Germany. 

On September 2, a refugee center in 
Ketzin was burned to the ground. The 
same thing happened in Leverkusen 
just two days later. In Halle, roving 
gangs of neo-nazis sent a dozen Viet¬ 
namese refugees, including children, 
to the hospital with serious injuries. 

ATTACK THE NAZIS

The fact that neo-nazi gangs were on 
an organized offensive does not, how¬ 
ever, mean that there was no resis¬ 
tance. Church groups, citizens, and 
Greens organized vigils in front of refu¬

One week after the outbreak of vio¬ 
lence in Rostock, a large anti-fascist dem¬ 
onstration was held in that dty. Whereas 
only a handful of police were deployed to 
deal with the neo-nazis during their 
week of attacks, upon the arrival of the 
ANTIFA demonstrators, at least 2,000 
police were bussed in to Rostock in order 
to “keep the peace.”

Apart from their open, mass activi¬ 
ties, autonomes in German cities also 
responded with clandestine attacks on 
nazi scene structures like right-wing 
bars, youth centers, and far-right politi¬ 
cal party offices. A group calling itself 
the “Red Anti-fascist Fraction" burned 
down a fascist organizing center in 
Ahrensfelde.

The unstable situation of all Eastern 
European and African and Asian coun¬ 
tries, territory clashes, missing social 
links, and countless cases of suffering 
and poverty caused by exploitation and 
war, brought some people finally to Ger¬ 
many, which as a ruling society lives on 
all those countless backs. 


Romanian Gypsies (Romanies), is about 
to tighten the immigration laws with the 
support of the Social Democrats (who 
changed their view on German politics 
and shifted their opinions far to the right 
to appease “the people”). Liberals, 
Greens and intellectuals talk about the 
“defeated democracy,” already terrified 
that they could be the next target on the 
witch-hunt agenda of the average Ger¬ 
man. Manhunts and ethnic cleansing are 
German reality again. 

This concerns everybody: those who 
are not part of the “Aryan Race,” those 
who are considered politically anti-fas¬ 
cist (they have already started fire¬ 
bombing liberal antifascist’s offices and 
bookstores and threatening their lives), 
those who are Left counter-culture, 
homeless or either mentally or physi¬ 
cally challenged. Sound familiar? 

Fear, bitterness and intimidation are 
German reality again. Foreigners don’t 
leave their neighborhoods, don’t take 
the train to their jobs, don’t travel 
through Germany to visit their friends 
and relatives. The Left now change their

As a worldwide reaction to the (Soviet) 
misinterpretation of socialism, a grow¬ 
ing affinity to right wing ideas, ideology 
etc. came along. This was also based on 
real experiences with socialist hypoc¬ 
risy. The fact that all those (East Euro¬ 
pean) countries were considered 
fascist-free zones, without racism, bias 
crimes, or anti-semitism within the 
population, didn’t help at all to create a 
more tolerant and aware society which 
had learned from history. Most of the 
socialist societies oppressed their own 
minorities by separating foreign work¬ 
ers and students from Vietnam, Mozam¬ 
bique, Angola, etc. by detaining them in 
special neighborhoods, concrete blocks 
like in Rostock’s Lichtenhagen, where 
Germans also lived, with no possibility 
of inter-cultural communication. 

The unstable situation of all Eastern 
European and African and Asian coun¬ 
tries, territory clashes, missing social 
links, and countless cases of suffering 
and poverty caused by exploitation and 
war, brought some people finally to Ger¬ 
many, which as a ruling society lives on 
all those countless backs. 

Due to German immigration laws, eve¬ 
rybody who demands asylum has their 
case investigated as to whether they are 
eligible for political asylum or not. Viola¬ 
tions of this law by the government were 
always a current affair in the former BDR. 

WHAT'S HAPPENING NOW 

The situation in Germany has drasti¬ 
cally changed during the summer. All 
the strength that old and new nazi or¬ 
ganizations had managed to build up 
showed its real purpose: the final immi¬ 
grant and asylum-seekers hunt, to run 
them out of the country with broad and 
active support by the German popula¬ 
tion. This has been successful so far — 
the German government has deported 


these folks away. In contrast to this 
approach, autonomist ANTIFA (anti¬ 
fascist action) groups expanded their 
street confrontation with neo-nazis. 


What was most frightening about the 
series of racist attacks in Rostock and 
throughout Germany in August and 


spect. Anti-racists and anti-fascists 
need to be just as effective at the

Romanian Gypsies (Romanies), is about 
to tighten the immigration laws with the 
support of the Social Democrats (who 
changed their view on German politics 
and shifted their opinions far to the right 
to appease “the people”). Liberals, 
Greens and intellectuals talk about the 
“defeated democracy,” already terrified 
that they could be the next target on the 
witch-hunt agenda of the average Ger¬ 
man. Manhunts and ethnic cleansing are 
German reality again. 

This concerns everybody: those who 
are not part of the “Aryan Race,” those 
who are considered politically anti-fas¬ 
cist (they have already started fire¬ 
bombing liberal antifascist’s offices and 
bookstores and threatening their lives), 
those who are Left counter-culture, 
homeless or either mentally or physi¬ 
cally challenged. Sound familiar? 

Fear, bitterness and intimidation are 
German reality again. Foreigners don’t 
leave their neighborhoods, don’t take 
the train to their jobs, don’t travel 
through Germany to visit their friends 
and relatives. The Left now change their 
clothes to survive in mostly fascist domi¬ 
nated neighborhoods. 

But it’s not just violent and brutal 
nazi-skins; the regular German throws 
bloody shadows back to the early 
1930’s. Their attitude “what’s not 
regular, has to be erased” makes politi¬ 
cal and inter-cultural coalitions against 
nazi violence impossible. Nazis seem 
to express exactly what the regular 
German wants: a Germany just for 
Germans. And German kids go for this 
ideology again: nazi-hardcore bands 
are in the top charts: “Die Boesen 
Onkels” (The Bad Uncles) a fascist 
band which could hardly manage to 
play just a year ago and whose records 
are illegal, had sold-out concerts all 
over Germany and sold more than 
50,000 records under the table this fall. 
Left hardcore is out and nazi-"punk" is

“ wimpy, degenerate, red scumbag ”).

They are al¬ 
ready outnumbered, not well enough 
trained, and not as armed as the nazis. 
The radical Left got too "comfortable” 
with themselves. They didn’t realize 
that their own perspective can’t exist 
without the rest of the society. 

IS THERE A WAY FORWARD? 

Back to the questions in the begin¬ 
ning.

Any steps to further 
militancy would mean armed confronta¬ 
tions with the better armed nazis, fol¬ 
lowed by more deaths and could literally 
wipe the autonomous movement out, 
and doing nothing new will probably 
mean being overrun. ★

EDUCATION?

OST READERS OF THIS PERIODICAL ARE 
no doubt either in high school, college, or 
have recently dropped out or graduated from 
one or the other. In this article I would like to offer some 
observations and opinions on education, particularly 
public scools in America. I would also like to examine 
some of the alternatives. 

In one sense we are lucky to have the educational system 
which is around today. In many countries education is a 
privilege of the rich and indeed in the past, education was 
limited only to the rich and the nobility. So we’ve come a 
long way to have free education up to the high school level. 
This is, however, somewhat of a mixed blessing. One should 
look more closely at why we have nationwide free educa¬ 
tion. School teaches us the basics we need to know in order 
to survive in modem sociey and find a job. That’s not so bad 
right? But closer examination shows us that it also condi¬ 
tions us to perform our roles in this society. The system 
ensures that we can be effective soldiers, workers or bu¬ 
reaucrats in a complex modem society, witout questioning 
any inherent laws in that system. 

First, school homogenizes us, it robs us of our indi¬ 
vidual identity by grouping us with thousands of oth¬ 
ers our age (Peer pressure and conformity make us try 
to live up to what is “normal” for fear of being labeled 
a freak.) Any deviation from society’s norm is immedi¬ 
ately condemned, individuality becomes deviance. 
This makes us used to doing what everyone else does 
and blindly “going with the flow” for fear of stepping 
out of line and being persecuted. 

Second, school teaches to “respect authority” we 
learn to do what we're told or are punished. Strict 
adherence to stupid and trivial rules like always walk¬ 
ing on the right side of the hallway teaches us to obey 
no matter how stupid the order is. We learn that people 
who are no smarter than us can have the right to tell 


us what to do even though we were never consulted 
in the matter. We are thereby prepared for the world of 
bosses, cops, politicians, and officers ordering us 
around. 

Third, school teaches us to live “by the clock”, we 
learn to submit our own desires to a schedule. We cure 
forced to show up and be on time or be punished. This 
prepares us for a life in the factory or office where “time 
is money.” To our future bosses, we serve as producers 
like machines. Humans though, are not as obedient 
and efficient as machines and must be conditioned to 
act like them. We must learn to be nervous about not 
showing up on time and subject to an ordered time 
schedule. 

Fourth, school teaches us a value system, the 
“American Way” is given to us in lofty prose. We are 
given a view of the world measured against our “supe¬ 
rior" system. We learn that we live in the so-called 
greatest country on Earth, and that in comparison, the 
rest of the world are backwards peasants or evil com¬ 
munists. We are taught that capitalism is the only 
economic system that works. Somehow social inequity 
is blamed on the individual, not society, because capi¬ 
talism will supposedly give everyone an equal chance 
to make it rich. This is, of course, rarely true. We learn 
that our country is so great that it is worth killing and 
dying over political abstractions. We are taught that 
everyone is free and equal under the law and our 
system couldn’t possibly be corrupt. Basically, we learn 
that our system is somehow better and we are some¬ 
how superior to other countries and their value sys¬ 
tems. 

Fifth, school teaches us social stratificiation. Cliques 
form often based on income and social group. Working 
class kids hang out, drink beer, listen to heavy metal 
and work on their cars. Middle class kids become 


preppies, snort cocaine, drink wine coolers, and listen 
to top 40. Upper class kids just aren’t around because 
they’re all in private schools where they wear suits to 
class and learn to feel nothing but contempt for the 
“other half". Early on, some kids are labeled as smart 
on the basis of test scores or some other arbitrary 
means. For the rest of their school years these kids will 
be given the best teachers and facilities. They will be 
expected to go on to college and be the next generation 
of the middle class. The rest of the students will 
receive minimal attention in academics and be chan¬ 
neled into vo-tech to become the workforce of tomor¬ 
row. Those who are kicked out or drop out are labeled 
as inferior and told they will never get anywhere in life. 
Unfortunately these are all too self-fulfilling prophecies. 

School is damaging in other ways as well. School 
teaches rote memorizaztion and reguritation of facts 
instead of creative, investigative, inquisitive or critical 
thought. The school structure, sports in particular re¬ 
inforces sex-role stereotypes. Men are channeled into 
industrial arts, women into home economics. School 
itself is pretty boring and tedious and most students 
wind up hating it. Consequently , they are conditioned 
to dislike anything having to do with learning since it 
reminds them of the years they spent in school. Most 
Americans would balk at the idea of reading non-fiction 
for pleasure or reading at all when they could watch 
TV. Those students who do seek higher education do 
so mainly just to get a degree so they can make more 
money, not actually learn something interesting. 
Which brings us to the question of what and how much 
are we really learning? In recent surveys by the Na¬ 
tional Geographic Society, students demonstrated 
their absolute ignorance of geography and the world 
in general. A large percentage were unable to find the 
Pacific Ocean, Miami, or France on an unlableled map.

Even more alarming, many were unable to identify the country in 
which the Sandinistas were at war with the Contras. We’ve no 
doubt all heard stories of students graduating completely illiterate. 
They were merely pushed through the system without anyone 
sparing time to actually educate them. 

We see then that our years in school have not only taught us few 
things about math, English and literature but have conditioned us 
to be useful workers, soldiers, and bureaucrats for the future. Our 
rulers have done a pretty good job of this judging from the way 
things have gone recently. In the adult post-school world we still 
obey stupid orders from people no better than us, accept whatever 
the mainstream does, live within a class society etc., etc. And still, 
anyone who questions the system is labeled a smart-ass trouble 
maker or a subversive, punished and ostracized. 

So what can we do about it? My first decision to “get an 
education” so that I could better change the system was to drop 
out of high school. This may not be as much of a contradiction 
as it would seem. I have since earned an equivalency degree and 
gone on to college. Although college is part of the education 
system, it is a great deal freer and less coercive. It may not be 
the best system, but at least you are relatively free to choose 
what you will study and so on. You can leam much more than 
you could have in school just by going to the library and reading 
whatever interests you. You’ll probably find that the more you 
leam, the more you’ll want to read and investigate as the 
conditioning of hating school and learning breaks down. There 
is also, of course, the option of attending an alternative school, 
many of these aren’t very alternative in anything except name 
and are usually expensive. I would like to close this article with 
a quote from Francisco Ferrer, an Anarchist who wrote a great 
deal on education around the turn of the century in Spain, and 
was subsequently killed by his government. 

“Rulers have always taken care to control the education of the 
people. They know their power is based almost entirely on the 
school and they insist on retaining their monopoly. The school 
is an instrument of domination in the hands of the ruling class”

For those inclined 
to subvert the public school they now 
attend, I recommend getting in touch 
with the Coalition of Essential 
Schools at Brown University, Provi¬ 
dence, R.I. Basically it means finding a 
few very cool teachers and a group of 
students interested in empowering 
themselves. This team then works on 
self directed projects that cross all areas 
of the curriculum. For instance, math 
and statistics might not be so boring if 
the team were doing a project on envi¬ 
ronmental racism in that community and 
wanted to prove statistically that people 
of colour were being discriminated 
against as far as landfills, incinerators, 
and other forms of pollution go. The 
same project would involve history, ie; 
the history of racism in that community, 
the history of pollution and how the two 
are related. English would get covered 
in reading up on the subject as well as 
producing the final report and science 
would get into the science of pollution. 
Languages might come in as well if the 
area happens to also be multi-lingual. 
Music, etc become crucial to the sound¬ 
track for the video documentation and

These skills are just as important 
for those that decide college is a waste 
of time as for those that decide not to 
waste their time while in college. The 
perspective of learning is from the stu¬ 
dent and not some teacher, school 
board or religious fascist. 

One suggestion for keeping things 
non hierarchial is to use discussion cir¬ 
cles in which everyone respects the 
speaker and any tutor or teacher is sim¬ 
ply another participant in the discus¬ 
sion. A common reading might be 
selected, a time frame chosen, an open¬ 
ing question related to the reading and 
then the discussion will evolve from 
there. Each class might be opened by a 
different student. From past experience, 
groups of ten work best, less can get 
boring, more can become dominated by 
masters of blah, blah, blah, twenty peo¬ 


ple should be the absolute max. I might 
also mention here that debate over cur¬ 
riculum becomes a moot point if it’s stu¬ 
dent directed. 

For those with plenty of ambition you 
can try opening your own free school.

You might even be able to 
hit up some business’s for some funding. 
A longer term approach might involve 
getting the govt, or local school to sub¬ 
sidize your efforts as a special non¬

The hardest part is probably starting.

(the NJ Black Panthers and Jersey City 
Black Muslims started in an episcopal 
church basement). I’d recommend tak¬ 
ing it one step at a time and make sure 
you research the laws by contacting the 
board of education in your area before 
doing anything too radical... then again 
as William Blake once said “the road of 
excess leads to the palace of wisdom.’’

Native Woman Beaten by Racists, Victimized by Cops 




S UZANNE GOODWIN, A NATIVE 
American woman from White 
Earth, was beaten and choked by 
a gang of four white men in a racially 
motivated attack in Scott County MN last 
year. The police who were called to the 
scene arrested Suzanne, instead of the 
men who beat her. After being taken into 
custody Suzanne was brutalized. Her jail¬ 
ers shouted “you little Indian bitch” as 
they repeatedly bashed her head into a 
desk. Suzanne was cuffed and unable to 
defend herself. She tried desperately to 
ward off the blows, in the process biting 
one of her attackers on the arm. She was 
immediately charged with assault. Su¬ 
zanne was almost unrecognizable in the 
pictures taken of her after the attack, 
bruises covered her entire body. 

On May 11th, 1992, Suzanne was con¬ 
victed of felony assault on a “peace” 
officer, disorderly conduct and obstruct¬ 
ing justice with force. The verdict was 
handed down by an all white jury. The 
judge would not allow key testimony 
from a woman jailer who eventually took 
pity on Suzanne and helped her get 
medical attention. The jailer was fired 
from her job six weeks before the ver¬ 
dict. Suzanne’s original assailants and 
the police who beat her were never 
brought up on charges. 

All her life Suzanne has struggled to¬ 
ward human rights and justice for all 
people. She was a participant in Camp 


Justice on the White Earth reservation 
and has spoken out on behalf of the poor 
and homeless. She is a mother of five 
young children and hopes that by mak¬ 
ing her case public she can expose the 
racism and sexism of the judicial system. 

Suzanne’s defense committee is ask¬ 
ing for letters protesting her imprison¬ 
ment and demanding an investigation of 
the Scott County police involved in her 
beating. Please send copies to Judge J.

Joe D, Final Installment 


(What follows is the third and final 
installment of a letter written by Irish 
Republican prisoner Joe Doherty. The let¬ 
ter is a journal of his deportation from the 
U.S. to his re-imprisonment in Belfast, 
Ireland. The letter appeared originally in 
the March 17th issue of the Irish 
Voice. The first two parts ran on this page 
in the previous issues.) 

I lay down on top of the bed. After 
almost twenty hours of leg irons and 
belly chains I felt tired. But sleep was not 
easy. My mind was still in the United 
States and the friends and loved ones I 
had left behind. It seemed that my whole 
life was now taken from me, as indeed it 
had been. Suddenly, within hours I am 
transformed into a whole different 
world. But I awakened myself to the 
necessity to look forward. Tomorrow be¬ 
gins the first day of my life sentence. 

The following morning I was inter¬ 
viewed by the class officer. I was to be 
moved to an assessment unit on D wing. 
I guess they needed to assess me. For 
what? Apparently I had to stay on this 
unit for one month. Then I was asked if 
I would be a conforming prisoner and 
advised that my release would come 
sooner.

It was a sales pitch. Maghaberry was a 
new prison with state of the art industry 
training and a school. I didn't like the word 
“conform” and dived into a typically “Joe 
Doherty” headstrong political argument 
with the screw. “ Conform to what” I said, 
“this repressive state needs to conform to 
the principles of democracy and justice.” I 
guess he got the point. 

My other choice was to go to the Maze 
H-Blocks and be a non-conforming pris¬ 
oner. I would use different terms, but I 
told him that I wanted transfer to the H- 
Blocks. I was then located down on the 
D-3 wing and told that I’d be locked in 
the cell 24 hours a day. I guess that they 
think a few davs or months of solitarv 


confinement will change my mind. I told 
them to read my book Standing Proud. I 
settled into my cell. At least my window 
was open. It was partially blocked by a 
metal plate. This was to stop the vision of 
snipers. “Great,” I said, but a small gap 
gave me a vision of Belfast city. The win¬ 
dow was also a source of noise to break 
the silence of solitary. Daily I could hear 
fire, armored tanks, helicopters, and the 
odd bomb explosion. Crumlin Road prison 
was also tense. I could hear yells of defi¬ 
ance and screams from A wing. The 
screws were not so friendly on A wing. 

But I settled in. My first visit was a 
treat. My mother, father and sister Ann 
were there. It was a strange delight to 
see them all on home turf. I guess we 
were all pleased that it was over, the 
many years of anticipation in America. 

The visits are only 30 min. per week, as 
with my four letters out per week. But at 
least I could wear my own clothes, a 
reminder of our H-Block struggles and 
victory. 

Now I await my transfer to the H-Block 
prison. News speculation is that British 
Secretary of State Brooke is reviewing my 
nine years spent in the US Federal prisons. 
What will happen, I do not know. Making 
my choice of the H-Blocks may have 
sealed my fate. But I am a political pris¬ 
oner, always have been, always will. 

I cannot conform to a system that denies 
us the fundamental right to freedom. My 
Irish Republicanism shall never be denied, 
not under pressure or attack from any 
source,whether Brooke, Bush, NcDon- 
agh, or Mullen. I am an Irish Republican. 

At this point I wish to follow up my 
farewell statement. I thank all of you for 
your steadfast commitment over the 
years. My stay in the US was a wonder¬ 
ful experience. It gave me, and shall con¬ 
tinue to give me a great strength to carry 
on. 

Hopefully our nation shall benefit in its 
freedom. Then I shall revisit my friends 
in America.

T he international campaign 

for the Release of Andres Vil- 
laverde has been putting increas¬ 
ing pressure on the Peruvian 
government. An International Day of Ac¬ 
tion on October 30th brought out dem¬ 
onstrators in front of Peruvian 
embassies and consulates around the 
world demanding the release of the Pe¬ 
ruvian anarchist activist being held in 
Peru’s notorious Castro-Castro maxi¬ 
mum security prison. As of this writing 
we are aware of actions that were taken 
in Budapest, Mexico City, Bonn, Ham¬ 
burg, Ottawa, San Francisco, Los Ange¬ 
les, and New York City. 

Villaverde was arrested October 27, 
1991 and accused of committing an act 
of sabotage. He has remained in custody 
since then, his case being passed from 
the local police directly to DINCOTE (the 
Counter Terrorist Agency). When the 
police were unable to produce any sub¬ 
stantial evidence against him, Villaverde 
was accused of being a member of the 
Peruvian Communist Party (PCP), better 
known as Shining Path. Villaverde has 
had no access to an attorney and has 
been unable to receive visits from 
friends or family. Consequently it has 
been difficult to obtain more information 
about his case. 

The International Campaign is a broad 
coalition of anarchist groups and others 
who support Villaverde's release. The 
Anarchist Black Cross, the Anarchist 
Youth Federation, the Workers Solidar¬ 
ity Alliance (the US affiliate of the Inter¬ 
national Workers Association), the 
Collectivo Guangara Libertaria, the In¬ 
ternational Anarchist Durruti Brigade, 
the Love and Rage Network, and others 
are sponsoring the campaign. In addi¬ 
tion to calling for the International Day 
of Action, the International Campaign 
has been circulating a petition to Peru¬ 
vian President Alberto Fujimori, de¬ 
manding Villaverde’s release. Petitions 
with at least 700 signatures have al¬ 
ready arrived from Russia, Germany, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, South Africa, Nor¬ 
way, Poland, Finland, Spain, Japan, Can¬ 
ada, and the US. 

The International Campaign was 
launched as a vehicle to provide concrete 
support for the small but determined an¬ 
archist mnvflmflnt. in P«n 1 Tho anarr-hiot

PCP’s totcil control of the revolutionary 
process. For this reason the Peruvian 
anarchist movement faces danger from 
both the PCP and the Peruvian state. At 
the same time, the increasing insur¬ 
gency among Peru’s poor and working 
class people presents unique opportuni¬ 
ties for the anarchists. In this context it 
is crucial that the Peruvian anarchists 
receive as much support as possible 
from the international anarchist move¬ 
ment. The International Campaign for 
the Release of Andres Villaverde is just 
the first step in building the interna¬ 
tional solidarity the Peruvian anarchist 
movement so desperately needs. 

The situation in Peru is extremely 
volatile. The coup d’etat from above by 
President Fujimori, and the capture of 


PCP leader Abimael Guzman (known 
better as Presidente Gonzalo), are only 
examples of the speed at which the situ¬ 
ation in Peru can change. Right now very 
few people are talking about the possi¬ 
bility of more direct US military interven¬ 
tion in Peru. But US military personnel 
are already fighting in Peru under the 
guise of the “War on Drugs. ” The PCP is 
pursuing an orthodox Maoist strategy 
of a "people’s war" in the countryside 
that aims to surround the cities in prepa¬ 
ration for an urban insurrection. The PCP 
has already demonstrated a capacity for 
substantial military activities in Lima, 
and has built its organization in many of 
the shanty towns that surround Lima. If 
the rulers of the US perceive that a PCP 
victory in Peru is imminent, the possibil¬ 


ity of massive direct US military inter¬ 
vention is high. Anarchists need to be 
educating themselves on the situation in 
Peru in anticipation of a time in which 
we may have to help organize opposition 
to a US war against the people of Peru. 
The Peru Working Group, a group of 
anarchists from a number of different 
groups, has been formed to gather ma¬ 
terials on the situation in Peru and to 
disseminate them to the anarchist 
movement as a step towards higher lev¬ 
els of activity around Peru.

Villaverde has 
had no access to an attorney and has 
been unable to receive visits from 
friends or family. Consequently it has 
been difficult to obtain more information 
about his case. 

The International Campaign is a broad 
coalition of anarchist groups and others 
who support Villaverde’s release. The 
Anarchist Black Cross, the Anarchist 
Youth Federation, the Workers Solidar¬ 
ity Alliance (the US affiliate of the Inter¬ 
national Workers Association), the 
Collectivo Guangara Libertaria, the In¬ 
ternational Anarchist Durruti Brigade, 
the Love and Rage Network, and others 
are sponsoring the campaign. In addi¬ 
tion to calling for the International Day 
of Action, the International Campaign 
has been circulating a petition to Peru¬ 
vian President Alberto Fujimori, de¬ 
manding Villaverde’s release. Petitions 
with at least 700 signatures have al¬ 
ready arrived from Russia, Germany, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, South Africa, Nor¬ 
way, Poland, Finland, Spain, Japan, Can¬ 
ada, and the US. 

The International Campaign was 
launched as a vehicle to provide concrete 
support for the small but determined an¬ 
archist movement in Peru. The anarchist 
movement is active in Lima (Peru’s largest 
city), Ayacucho (the birthplace of the 
PCP), and elsewhere. We know of two 
anarchist periodicals (both from Lima), 
Bandera Negra and La Protesta. A Confed¬ 
eration of Anarchist Collectives linking at 
least 5 anarchist groups is active in Lima.

A BLOC OF OVER A HUNDRED 
and fifty masked anarchists from 
all over the West Coast joined 
the American Indian Movement (AIM), 
the broad coalition 500 Years of Resis¬ 
tance, and 5,000 others in totally disrupt¬ 
ing the State-sponsored Columbus events 
in San Francisco Sunday, October 11. 

The anarchist bloc, as a supporting 
presence, joined thousands of activists 
in occupying Aquatic Park and prevent¬ 
ing the scheduled “Reenactment of the 
Landing of Columbus,” a ridiculous cere¬ 
mony done every year for the last 149 
years in San Francisco. (An actor 
dressed as Columbus was supposed to 


stopping. A group that arrived earlier sat 
down in front of “Queen Isabella’s” float. 
(The Queen was played by a local teenager 
who had won a beauty contest weeks ear¬ 
lier. Her coronation ceremony the weekend 
before had been stopped as well at the call 
of AIM.) In short, the Columbus Day Pa¬ 
rade was seriously disrupted. 

However, this is not to suggest that 
the Black Bloc functioned entirely as 
planned nor that the participation-expe¬ 
rience for those in the anarchist bloc and 
those in RAW was all euphoria and glory. 
Criticisms need to be made. 

The communication structure set up 
in the Black Bloc pre-action gathering 


sequently some arrests and beatings oc¬ 
curred. This was a bad thing. Very bad. 
(Some affinity group members had been 
separated from each other earlier while 
the climbing of zillions of stairs up a hill 
forced the bloc into smaller rows.) 

The experience of people who partici¬ 
pated in the RAW-Black Bloc breakaway 
varied greatly.

Then attention was turned 
toward trying to find missing friends. 

Forty arrests were reported for the 
whole day, some from other groups. 
Some people were released without be¬ 
ing charged, some were cited out on 
misdemeanors. Two anarchists and two 
RAW members were charged with felo¬ 
nies and spent time in jail. One RAW 
member was bailed out Sunday night. 
The other one is stuck serving time from 
a previous warrant. One anarchist was 
bailed out after two days and his 
charges were lowered to misdemean¬ 
ors. An anarchist squatter punk, James 
Pepper, has been set up by the District 
Attorney to be the fall guy for the entire 
action. He was allegedly nabbed with a 
bag of molotov cocktails and is being 
charged with eight felonies and two 
misdemeanors. His bail has been set at 
$250,000, and he is being held in the 
psych ward. His arraignment is still 
pending as of this writing. The National 
Lawyers Guild is not being very coop¬ 
erative because they don’t think Black 
Blocs “are a very good idea. ” This entire 
situation is atrocious!

The reenactment was stopped by a call 
from AIM and by the participation of the 
Bay Area Peace Navy (who ruled the bay 
with their ships that day), Roots Against 
War (RAW), Women Against Imperial¬ 
ism, Pledge of Resistance, Greenpeace, 
The Black Bloc and many others. As pre¬ 
planned, the bloc stood ready to tacti¬ 
cally support AIM’s effort to take the 
beach front with their sacred drum, 
which they accomplished easily without 
help. 

After the four hour plus occupation of 
Aquatic Park, a Resistance March be¬ 
gan. (This march was organized by All 
Peoples Congress working with AIM). 
As planned beforehand, hundreds of 
young people of color (with RAW) led 
the Black Bloc in the breakaway from the 
march to the Imperialist Parade happen¬ 
ing five blocks away. 

This fucking scary-looking bunch took 
the streets with gusto! Moving cars 
were walked over; windows were bro¬ 
ken. Imagine the spectacle of furious 
youth of color and the bloc-looking-like- 
a-battalion-of-Ninjas whooping out war 
cries, bellowing chants, waving our 
black and African flags and banners: 
(“Fuck Columbus,” "We Won t Cele¬ 
brate Genocide,” "US Out of North 
America,” "Free Andres Villaverde," to 
name a few), taking the tops of steep 
hills and losing fat cops on foot. A huge 
three-headed monster puppet of Uncle 
Sam/Columbus/The Pope joined the 
breakaway to kv ^p the spirit up. 

At the approach of the parade, police 
barricades were broken through. Sev¬ 
eral molotov cocktails were thrown; a 
cop car burned; a BMW was hit; police 
motorcycles were kicked over and dam¬ 
aged (one beaten with a metal SFPD 
barricade); banners were torn down; 
floats were stripped; red paint bombs 
were thrown; anti-Columbus signs were 
carried in the streets; dignitaries were 
heckled; messages were spray-painted; 
street-side cafe tables were walked on. 
A very confused-looking battalion of riot 
police blocked off the parade at one 
point, not quite sure what they were 







level of militancy that ensued, and were 
quite pissed off at finding themselves at 
that level of risk. 

Almost all of the people who made it 
onto the parade route encountered vio¬ 
lence from the pro-Columbus specta¬ 
tors. One anarchist needed quite a few 
stitches under his eye after being 
punched in the face.

affinity group who caucused impromptu 
with other communicators) and the in¬ 
tegrity of the bloc itself (tight rows with 
arms linked) only held up to the ap¬ 
proach of the parade.

The cops tight¬ 
ened up and held back most of the bloc. 
In this case, linked arms worked as a 
negative. The bloc retreated halfway up 
the street. As several molotovs were 
thrown sec¬ 
onds later, 
panic ensued 
(fear of being 
shot at for one 
thing), and 
the bloc broke 
up. Half the 
bloc went one 
way, half an¬ 
other, and im- 
mediate 
attempts at 
regrouping 
and communi¬ 
cating in any 
sort of coher¬ 
ent way were 
unsuccessful. 

Tactically, 
the bloc 
breaking up 
had both posi¬ 
tive and nega¬ 
tive 

repercussions. 

De facto splin¬ 
ter strike

Rumors of neo-nazi hit squads, 
perhaps working with elements of the 
police, are circulating in the community. 

In the days preceding Columbus Day, 
members of the local African-American 
and Native American communities or¬ 
ganized rallies and marches to respond 
to the increasing reactionary climate. 

Minneapolis has one of the largest ur¬ 
ban Native populations in the US. AIM 
started here and continues is work with 
neighborhood patrols, works against the 
racist use of mascots in sports and en¬ 
gages in other community work. 

An AIM leader encouraged organizers 
to go ahead with a local event because 
AIM was putting its resources into ac¬ 
tions planned for around the US, and 
subsequently was not able to organize a

Partly in response AWOL is rethinking 
its strategy and tactics, calling into 
question the role it’s taken of initiating 
and organizing street actions. The local 
Left, which in the past organized ac¬ 
tions, is largely in hiding. This situation 
raises questions for anarchist political 
collectives and how we can organize for 
social revolution without perpetuating 
mistakes of the Left, Old and New. 

At the very least, anarchists are creat¬ 
ing alliances at a time when white su¬ 
premacy, capitalist and statist 
offensives against Native peoples and 
the land, and the authoritarian forces of 
“law and order” are on the rise. NSP 
headquartershas been ’hit’ three times 
in the last six months and local anar¬ 
chists are demonstrating critical solidar¬ 
ity with the African-American and 
Native population during the dangerous 
times in which we live. ★

A petition was passed to the Ambas¬ 
sador, where the demonstrators asked to free Kenny Tolia and to stop the 
repression of activists of the anarchist opposition in the UFA The KOB 
agents inteipretated this action as an "unlawful picket" and tried to fear 
participants but they continued their action, chanting “FREE KENNY."

Poles Say “Fuck You!” To “War On Drugs”

Bad times come for marijuana smokers in Poland. The new 
government has new ideas on how to win people’s trust. The 
simplest way is to fight with drugs. So a special commission 
decided to change the law about drugs. The proposed new 
law was published a few days ago and under the new rules 
marijuana is considered to be as dangerous a drug as heroin. 
So the penal law will be treating soft and hard drugs very 
strictly and the same way: for possession of any amount, at 
least 5 years in jail; for growing - 3 years; for incitement - 10 
years! 1 If somebody writes positively about cannabis they will 
be punishable too. 

The Seym (Polish Parliament) will vote soon. It is not diffi¬ 
cult to guess that the Seym will vote for it. It’s a political game, 
and besides, the members of the Parliament don’t see any 
difference between marijuana and other drugs. 

The activity of the previous drug commission was admitted 
as ineffective and it was canceled. The new one, which is 
called the Agency for the Affairs of Drug Habit Prevention 
(ASZN) will be getting no less than 2% of the annual value of 
the turnover tax obtained from liquor sales ( f.i. in 1991 this 
2% was equal + 320 billions zlotych, it means about 80,000 S). 

The late reports in Polish newspapers say there are unoffi¬ 
cially about 200,000 Polish drug addicts (heroine’s users) and 
100 death victims per year. The authors of these reports 
maintain that you can get a lethal dose from both heroin and 
marijuana. So the next problem concerns newspaper editors 
who don’t know how marijuana differs from all the other 
drugs. One day, it was last year, I was calling to several of our 
newspapers asking editors to publish my article about the US 
National Organization for the Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML).

I was happy that these articles became 
the first public education for our society about the real effects 


to Decide Ourselves." But mostly you could see many posters 
with green hemp leaves, entitled “Legalize It." 

Unfortunately, suddenly a group of skinheads - the new 
nationalistic movement of very aggressive young people - 
started to attack the protesting youth using knuckle-dusters 
and hard sticks. At least two people were wounded and taken 
to the hospital. The policemen, who waited on the sidelines 
until a dangerous moment, quickly intervened. After this 
incident the demonstration moved directly to Belweder, the 
official seat of the government. We waited one and a half 
hours there, but nobody came out to the protesting crowd. 

Mostly casual marijuana users took part in this demonstra¬ 
tion and it was really a cannabis protest movement. These 
several hundred people who came out on the street were just 
a small part of all smokers from one big city. The total amount 
can reach several hundreds of thousands in the whole country 
or even more. And if the Seym will bring this new law to life 
then it will force people from different circles to protest in a 
large, national way. One more important thing: scientific 
authorities from the whole world, and who are involved in 
such matters, proclaim that drug addicts must be satisfied not 
by organized crime, but by a trusted physician. It is a horror, 
but Polish physicians put their signature under police meth¬ 
ods in this case. 

We thought that we have democracy. It is dream yet. There 
is a long way ahead of us to live in real democracy.

SWEDISH/RUSSIAN SYNDICALIST 
WORKER COOPERATION 

(A summary of the article "SAC in Moscow: Freedom with preven¬ 
tions. " SAC = Central Organization of Swedish Workers) 

In the shadow of tho old official [Communist Party] union, new, 
free and alternative unions are growing. But they have no money, 
no experience, no common line, and they dont know how to 
organize a strike or how to set up a deal. In comes a small group 
from SAC, with 80 years of skilled syndicalist experience, and puts 
the Russian future on the right track? (My questionmark.) 

The article Is about The Confederation of Anarcho-Syndicalists 
(KAS), who built a special centre In 1991, called KAS-KOR. This 
centre was to bring Information from free unions and other new 
workers organizations out to pubilc.The article describes a meet¬ 
ing in January 1992, set up by KAS-KOR and SAC. This meeting 
was In Moscow, for people from the new unions. 

The lecturers were Invited to talk about economy, history and 
law. The main purpose: to describe the situation for the new unions. 

That Is not easy, there are more than 800 laws and regulations 
to limit the unions' rights. In many republics, there is a "war" 
cocemlng the laws.People don't know which laws to follow, the 
old Sovietlc or the new republic's laws. New laws are coming all 
the time. It Is not easy to follow the development In the new 
economic system, neither for the employers nor for workers. 

Many of these questions are well known In Sweden. But In the 
new Soviet republics, there Is a lack of experience, and they have no 
models. "Right here lies the fantastic, historic possibi l i t ies to build 
something mew, without all the shit from sodolism and the western 
structures of power." The new unions have big problems; the old 
Establishment Is against them, the court of Justice Is corrupt, the 
Judges do not know anything about workers rights, and the official 
union has got all the members. The old business-leaders defend their 
rights- with Mafia methods- and the workers are used to see the 
union as a social Insurance Institute or a savings bank.

"They are 
ordinary union bureaucrats, they do not want to visit the workers. 
They are in the hotel drinking vodka a couple of days, then they 
go home and write a report. We have enough of those ourselves." 

The SAC made their first contacts in 1989. "We do not try to buy 
them for a certain point of view, »that Is why they are listening to 
us. "The SAC can help economically because money has been given 
to the project. "We have something to give because we have know- 
lege and experiences of a kind they don’t have, and we are part of 
an International movement .. We met a great Interest and much 
warmth from everybody." .. The next step Is similar meeting around 
In the different Republics, first of all all In Lltauen, with a whole 
group of SAC-members who wanted to be present."
